Asw any citizcu iu any other locality what the word "Kentucky" 
conveys to his mind and the chances are about nine to one that he will 
answer, "Bluegrass, horses, whiskey (both daylight and moonshine), 
pretty girls, and colonels who drive the horses, drink the whiskey | 
and marry the girls." Feuds niay be mentioned, and illiterate moun- j 
taineers. 

This is the bluegrass myth. Like all myths, it had its founda- 
tion in fact, but the facts are now ancient history and Kentucky is 
iu the stream of progress. 

Horses are still raised, but other industries far surpass this in 
economic importance, and the colonel's son drives an automobile 
The girls seem as pretty as ever, but they are no longer idlers, de- 
pendent upon the labor of an alien race. The colonel's daughter be 
longs to a woman's club and she is exceedingly active in campaigns 
for clean streets, better schools, educating the illiterate, introducing 
trade education and spreading the gospel of woman suffrage anci 
prohibition. 

Indications are strong that in 1919 the bluegrass state will writ, 
herself into the dry column. The Owensboro Messenger says "k 
dozen members of the coming legislature are vying with each othe; 
for the honor of introducing the prohibition resolution as soon as tin 
assembly convenes." The election cannot be held until 1919, but tin | 
Messenger declares all signs point to a dry victory at that time.

The United States has an admir- 
able opportunity to spread this diplocy throughout the world as tin 
best, indeed the only, means of insuring the eventual peace will be 
lasting and binding on all nations." 

So impressed was this Japanese diplomat with the transparent 
honesty and candor with which our government had conducted tin; 
negotiations that he took pains to assure the American public that 
Japan would carry out her pledges in the same spirit of sincerity 
and good will. "It is for ns Japanese to treat the Chinese fairly and 
squarely," he said, "and we intend to do it." 

This there has been more involved in the new American-Japa- 
nese understanding than the safety and integrity of China, the elimi. 
nation of our old "Yellow Peril" bugaboo and the assurance of 
friendly co-operation in war and peace between Japan and the Unit 
ed States. Another good example has been set in the settlement ol 
international affairs by the same straightforward methods that hon- 
orable men use in private matters. 

There was never any reason for conducting international mat- 
ters in any other way. The American idea is slowly winning its way 
and changing the character of diplomacy. And it 's one of the most 
wholesome influences now at work in the world.

AMERICANS TO FLEE 

From Bastla— American Embassy u( 
I'l'tnuf nut Has Asked For Special 
Train To Convey 2IHI Mem- 
Ihtk of 1'. S. Colony 
to Harbin. 

London, .November 19— The Ameri- 
can embassy at I'etrograd, «ceording 
to a Heuter dispatch, has requested 
that a train be provided to convey two 
hundred members of thu American 
oolony In I'etrograd to Harbin. 

I'etrograd, November 18 — Reports 
it a new army, composed of various 
elements from the from and the vau- 
;uard of which Is said lo he close to 
Satohiaa, have sent a new thrill 
through tho city. If the reports an 
•o be credited, t lie aim of the new 
,'orce is to release the city from the 
tontrol of the Uolsheviki. it is com- 
•lianded by Staff Captain I'avioff. of 
ihe Social-Democrat Workman's Par- 
ly, and already has had brushes with 
he defending outposts of the Uolshe- 
viki army. 

According to some versions, Mr. 
:vernesky is returning with the army. 
Still further reports tell of an arm- 
ored train approaching from the di- 
rection of Moscow, pulling up the 
ails as it proceeds. All the reports 
ire impossible of confirmation. 

A report of the inter-frontal con- 
gress for the supply or the armies Is 
uhlished today. It declares the In- 
tblllty of the congress further to car- 
.y on the burden laid upon it by the 
'general army committee and that, 
therefore unless the present situation 
id quickly clarified, it will give up the 
nsk and not be responsible for con- 
sequences.
